al-Zawahri would succeed 
Osama bin Laden as lead¬ 
er of al-Qaida, arguing that 
his deep flaws are likely to 
weaken the core of the ter¬ 
rorist network. 

Defense Secretary Robert 
M. Gates said bin Laden 
“had a peculiar charisma 
that I think Zawahri does 
not have.” He also said 
there was evidence that 
bin Laden had been more 
“operationally engaged” 
than Zawahri, and that Za- 
wahri's Egyptian roots and 
focus limited his appeal to 
militants from other coun¬ 
tries. As for it taking almost 
seven weeks for al-Qaida 
to name a leader after a 
Navy SEAL team killed bin 
Laden in his Pakistan hide¬ 
out, Gates added: “It’s 
probably tough to count 
votes when you’re in a 
cave.”Q

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Amid chaotic scene, Weiner resigns in wake of scandal

NEW YORK - Rep. Anthony 
D. Weiner, a once-promising 
politician whose Brooklyn 
roots and scrappy style made 
him a leading candidate to be 
the next mayor of New York, 
resigned his seat Thursday, 
ending a three-week scandal 
over his lewd online behav¬ 
ior that startled his constitu¬ 
ents and alienated many of 
his colleagues. Weiner made 
the decision after long and 
emotional discussions with 
his political advisers and his 
wife, Huma Abedin, whom 
friends described as devas¬ 
tated by the behavior of her 
husband of 11 months and 
worried about the couple's 
financial future. In a chaotic 
four-minute news conference 
at a senior center in his dis¬ 
trict, Weiner, 46, strained to 
be heard as a small group of 
hecklers hollered vulgar ques¬ 
tions at him and called him a 
"pervert" while puzzled el¬ 
derly residents looked on. "I 
am here today to again apolo¬ 
gize for the personal mistakes 
I have made and the embar¬ 
rassment I have caused," 
Weiner said. A seven-term 
Democrat, Weiner had hoped 
his declaration last Sunday 
that he would seek mental- 
health treatment and take a 
temporary leave from Con¬ 
gress would ease the pressure 
from Democratic leaders for 
him to step down. But their 
demands only grew louder as 
revelations about his conduct 
continued. "I am announc¬ 
ing my resignation from Con¬ 
gress, so my colleagues can 
get back to work, my neigh¬ 
bors can choose a new repre¬ 
sentative and most important 
so that my wife and I can con¬ 
tinue to heal from the dam¬ 
age I have caused," Weiner 
said at the news conference. 
Abedin was with Weiner at 
his Queens apartment as he 
prepared to make his state¬ 
ment, but did not appear at 
his side at the event. 

The announcement brought 
swift relief to his Democratic 
colleagues, who had become 
increasingly uneasy as details 
emerged about Weiner's on¬ 
line contacts with women 
- including his sending of 
explicit photos of himself 
to them over Facebook and 
Twitter. Democratic lead¬ 
ers had prepared to hold a 


meeting on Thursday to de¬ 
termine whether they should 
strip Weiner of his committee 
assignments, which would 
severely impair his effective¬ 
ness. Weiner reached his de¬ 
cision late Wednesday and 


seemed at peace with it, af¬ 
ter days of appearing frazzled 
and torn, said several people 
who spoke to him. He began 
telling his most trusted advis¬ 
ers Wednesday night, inform¬ 
ing them that it no longer 


seemed fair to his constitu¬ 
ents and his colleagues for 
him to remain in office. At 
about 8:45 p.m., he called 
Rep. Steve Israel of New York, 
chairman of the Democratic 
Congressional Campaign 
Committee, who was attend¬ 
ing the White House picnic 
on the South Lawn, alongside 
hundreds of lawmakers en¬ 
joying hamburgers and patri¬ 
otic music from the U.S. Navy 
Band. Israel, after hearing the 
news from Weiner, sought 
out Nancy Pelosi, the House 
Democratic leader, in the 
crowd and handed his cell¬ 
phone to her so Weiner could 
tell her his plans himself. 
Pelosi had taken an aggres¬ 
sive posture with regard to 
Weiner, including the rare 
step on Sunday of calling for 
him to leave the House and 
get mental-health help. On 
Thursday morning, she re¬ 
leased a statement saying 
Weiner had "made the right 
judgment in resigning." 

Gov. Andrew M. Cuomo must 
now call a special election 
to fill the vacancy created 
by Weiner's departure. But 
the 9th District, which cov¬ 
ers Queens neighborhoods 
like Forest Hills and Howard 
Beach as well as Brooklyn 
sections like Midwood and 
Mill Basin, is a likely target for 
elimination as state lawmak¬ 
ers redraw district lines for 
the 2012 elections.□

Weiner’s successor a potential lame duck

NEW YORK-So, who wants to 
be a lame-duck freshman? 
That was the reaction from 
political insiders Thursday 
when asked what would be¬ 
come of Rep. Anthony D. 
Weiner's congressional dis¬ 
trict, which covers Brooklyn 
and Queens. 

After all, with New York state 
set to lose two House seats 
because of the 2010 census, 
many believe that Weiner's 
territory, the 9th Congressio¬ 
nal District, will be carved up 
to benefit Democratic incum¬ 
bents in adjoining districts. 

If so, then whoever wins a 
special election this fall would 
quite likely get to call himself 
or herself a member of Con¬ 
gress for a little more than a 
year. And no more than that, 
because the expectation is 


that the winner - assuming it 
is a Democrat, since the dis¬ 
trict is strongly Democratic - 
would probably not challenge 
the neighboring incumbents. 
"There is very little precedent 


that I can think of that some¬ 
one is agreeing to be both a 
placeholder and not to seek 
that office if they get district¬ 
ed out," said Scott Levenson, 
a Democratic consultant.□

Romney joke 
not too funny 

TAMPA, Fla. - Republican 
presidential candidate 
Mitt Romney told a group 
of out-of-work Floridians 
Thursday that “I’m also un¬ 
employed,” quickly draw¬ 
ing criticism from Demo¬ 
crats who said it showed 
the former Massachusetts 
governor and multimillion¬ 
aire was out of touch. 
Romney made the com¬ 
ment while criticizing Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama’s 
economic plan to a small 
group of business owners 
and unemployed workers 
at a Tampa coffee shop. 
The former equity firm CEO 
told the group that he did 
have his eye on one par¬ 
ticular job, however. 
Florida Congresswoman 
Debbie Wasserman Schul¬ 
tz, the chair of the Demo¬ 
cratic National Commit¬ 
tee, issued a statement 
saying Romney’s com¬ 
ments were “inappropri¬ 
ate and insensitive to the 
millions of Americans look¬ 
ing for work.” 

“This comment shows that 
Mitt Romney — a man 
who wants for nothing 
and whose only occupa¬ 
tion for more than four 
years has been to run for 
president — is incredibly 
out of touch with what’s 
going on in our country 
and around the dinner ta¬ 
bles of those who are out 
of work,” she said. “Being 
unemployed, Mr. Rom¬ 
ney, is not a joke.” 
Romney spokesman Eric 
Fehrnstrom called the 
Democratic criticism an 
“absurd distortion” of 
statement that what was 
clearly made in jest. 

“The person who doesn’t 
take the employment 
crisis seriously is President 
Obama, who has discon¬ 
tinued his daily economic 
briefing,” Fehrnstrom said. 
“If elected, Mitt Romney 
will reinstate the daily eco¬ 
nomic briefing and make 
job creation his number 
one priority.” 

At an appearance in 
Georgia later in the day, 
Romney attacked the 
Obama administration’s 
record on unemployment 
and said he was poking 
fun at himself. □

Defense focuses on DNA in Anthony trial

ORLANDO, Fla. - The de¬ 
fense concentrated on 
the reliability of the pros¬ 
ecution’s forensic evidence 
Thursday when it called its 
first witnesses in the murder 
trial of Casey Anthony, the 
Florida woman accused of 
killing her 2-year-old daugh¬ 
ter. An FBI technician testi¬ 
fied that the duct tape 
found attached to the de¬ 
composed skull of toddler 
Caylee Anthony was con¬ 
taminated during testing by 
another technician. 
Heather Seubert, who ex¬ 
amined the tape at an FBI 
lab, told jurors that DNA on 
the tape did not match the 
victim, her mother Casey or 
her grandparents. Instead, 
it matched another foren¬ 
sic examiner who analyzed 
the duct tape. 

The child’s skeletal remains 
were found in a wooded 
area near the family’s 
home in December 2008. 

FBI lab technician Lorie 
Gottesman later testified 
that it was her DNA found 
on the duct tape. Got¬ 
tesman, who is a forensic 
document examiner, said 
she wore gloves during her 
examination. 

“I have no idea how it hap¬ 
pened or when,” she told 


jurors. 

Casey Anthony’s defense 
team began presenting its 
case on the third anniver¬ 
sary of the last time Caylee 
Anthony was seen alive. 

The 25-year-old mother is

charged with first-degree 
murder Caylee's summer 
2008 death and has plead¬ 
ed not guilty. The state 
contends the child was suf¬ 
focated by three pieces of 
duct tape being applied 
to her face. The defense 
said in its opening state¬ 


ment that she drowned in 
her grandparents’ above¬ 
ground swimming pool. 

If convicted, Anthony faces 
a death sentence. 

Defense attorney Jose Baez 
also got Gottesman to de¬ 
tail for jurors her inability to 
locate any traces of the 
outline of a hearf-shaped 
sticker on the exterior of the 
duct tape, despite subject¬ 
ing it to advanced video 
enhancement. 

A FBI physical scientist tes¬ 
tified during the prosecu¬ 
tion’s case that she noticed 
the outline of a hearf on one 
of fhe fhree pieces while 
examining it under ultra-vi¬ 
olet lighting. There were no 
pictures taken of what she 
saw, though. After subject¬ 
ing the tape to chemicals 
during fingerprint testing, it 
was no longer present. 
Later, Seubert noted sev¬ 
eral items of evidence 
submitted by the prosecu¬ 
tion that she tested for the 
presence of unknown DNA, 
blood and semen. Those 
items included pieces of a 
spare tire cover from the 
trunk of Casey Anthony's 
car, a shovel she borrowed 
from her parents’ neigh¬ 
bor, several items of cloth¬ 
ing from Casey’s bedroom 
and a shovel found with her 
daughter’s remainsO 


detailed in court papers 
filed by the Manhattan dis¬ 
trict attorney's office: a no¬ 
tification known as a volun¬ 
tary disclosure form, which 
prosecutors are required to 
provide to defense lawyers 
within 15 days of a defen¬ 
dant’s arraignment. 

The papers were dated 
Tuesday, but it was unclear 
when they were provided 
to Strauss-Kahn's lawyers, 
William W. Taylor III and Ben¬ 
jamin Brafman. 

His exchanges with the po¬ 
lice range from the mun¬ 
dane - their offers and his 
requests for food and water 
and to use a bathroom - to 
his complaints that his hand¬ 
cuffs were too tight and his 
eventual statement that he 
would not assert diplomatic 
immunity.

Angela Merkel. 

Five minutes after detec¬ 
tives escorted Strauss-Kahn 
off the Air France flight, he 
asked a police supervisor 
who met him on the jetway, 
“What is this about?” 

When he was told that 
New York police detec¬ 
tives needed to talk to him 
about an “an incident in 
the city at a hotel," he did 
not respond. 

It was not until nearly five 
hours offer he was pulled off 
fhe flight, and after he had 
been driven from the air¬ 
port to the offices of fhe Po¬ 
lice Deparfmenf’s Manhat¬ 
tan Special Victims Squad, 
that Strauss-Kahn first asked 
to speak to a lawyer.Q

4 ex-US ambassadors to 
Iraq push for embassy funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Four 
former U.S. ambassadors 
to Iraq urged top con¬ 
gressional leaders to back 
President Barack Obama's 
budget request of $5.2 
billion for the embassy in 
Baghdad, the largest in the 
world, as well as the cost of 
police training and some 
5,000 security forces. 
Pushing back against ef¬ 
forts in Congress to refuse 
the request, former U.S. 
ambassadors John Negro- 
ponte, Zalmay Khalilzad, 
Ryan Crocker and Chris¬ 
topher Hill wrote to House 
and Senate leaders last 
month that failing to fund 
the operation fully would 
jeopardize years of U.S. in¬ 
vestments in Iraq. 

“We, four former ambas¬ 
sadors to Iraq, believe that 
a robust embassy, provid¬ 


ing a platform for other 
branches of the govern¬ 
ment, including the Office 
for Security Cooperation 
and the U.S. Agency for 
International Develop¬ 
ment, are essential to help 
guide Iraq to a sustainable 
and peaceful future,” they 
wrote.N The money would 
cover operating costs for 
the embassy, a fortress-like 
compound the size of Vati¬ 
can City; training for police 
as they shift to criminal and 
investigative work; and 
the expenses of a secu¬ 
rity force. The money also 
would cover satellite offic¬ 
es of the embassy around 
Iraq. Eight years after the 
American invasion to re¬ 
move President Saddam 
Hussein, the United States 
plans to withdraw its re¬ 
maining 47,000 troopsO 


LawyerUp promises people 
a lawyer in just 15 minutes

The wheels of justice tend 
to be slow, but arrests can 
happen with lightning 
speed - and what hap¬ 
pens next can be crucial. 
In searches, seizure and in¬ 
terrogation, things can go 
badly wrong. 

At that moment, a lawyer 
might help keep things from 
getting out of hand, assert¬ 
ing Miranda rights against 
interrogation or starting the 
bail process. 

But getting that lawyer is no 
easy thing, said Chris Miles, 
who co-founded a com¬ 
pany, LawyerUp, to get 
lawyers on the case within 
15 minutes. 

“If I want a pizza, I can get 
a pizza in 15 minutes,” he 
says. “I can get a plumber 
in the middle of the night. 
Why can’t I get a lawyer?” 
He co-founded the com¬ 
pany in February and 


started full operations this 
month in Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Rhode 
Island, having built a roster 
of criminal lawyers who do 
not mind getting late-night 
calls. 

The service's personal plan, 
aimed at young people, 
costs $4.95 a month. Those 
who do not have a sub¬ 
scription can pay a flat 
fee of $100 for the first call, 
which the company calls 
its “pay-in-a-pinch plan.” 
For all clients, an operator 
checks contact informa¬ 
tion and processes the law¬ 
yer's initial fee of $250 on a 
credit card for the first hour 
of service. 

Perhaps inevitably, there is 
an app for that, 
already available on An¬ 
droid phones and un¬ 
der development for the 
iPhone. It is basically a pan¬ 
ic button, speed-dialing 
the service. □

WASHINGTON - The two 

Texans with 2012 presiden¬ 
tial aspirations remain stuck 
in the middle of the pack 
of GOP White House wan¬ 
nabes - even in their home 
state - two new polls find. 
Texas Gov. Rick Perry 
placed fourth in the new 
NBC News/Wall Street Jour¬ 
nal poll with the support of 
eight percent of likely Re¬ 
publican primary voters, 
while Houston-area Rep. 
Ron Paul ranked fifth with 
seven percent. 

Frontrunner Mitt Romney, 
the former Massachu¬ 
setts governor and Winter 
Olympics CEO, received 
30 percent support from 
poll respondents, followed 
distantly by former Alaska 


Gov. Sarah Palin, at 14 per¬ 
cent, and ex-Godfather’s 
Pizza CEO Herman Cain, 
12 percent. Meanwhile, a 
newly released Texas Ly¬ 
ceum statewide poll con¬ 
ducted in late May placed 
Perry slightly behind Paul, a 
libertarian Republican. Paul 
(at 10 percent) and Perry (9 
percent) trailed Romney, 
who garnered 16 percent 
backing, and Palin, 12 per¬ 
cent. The NBC/Journal sur¬ 
vey is the first national poll 
released since Perry began 
to travel and give speeches 
to national audiences; he 
headlined a New York Re¬ 
publican Party dinner Tues¬ 
day after speaking to an 
anti-abortion event in Los 
Angeles on Sunday. Ear¬ 
lier surveys by other news 
outlets showed Perry trail¬ 


ing Paul among second- 
tier contenders. A June 3-6 
Reuters poll showed Paul 
garnering 8 percent sup¬ 
port compared to Perry’s 5 
percent. Bruce Buchanan, 
a University of Texas profes¬ 
sor who specializes in presi¬ 
dential politics, said Perry's 
recent press attention 
could explain his improve¬ 
ment from earlier polls. “It 
would make sense just be¬ 
cause he’s getting so much 
publicity right now by flirting 
with the candidacy,” Bu¬ 
chanan said. Despite press 


attention. Perry remains far 
behind Romney for several 
reasons, Buchanan said. 
Romney is a declared can¬ 
didate who has been cam¬ 
paigning for the past three 
years, he is a known fig¬ 
ure in national politics and 
some polls show him com¬ 
petitive against Obama, 
he explained. Though Perry 
lags in newly released polls, 
Daron Shaw, a University 
of Texas government pro¬ 
fessor who conducted the 
Texas Lyceum Poll, said that 
could easily change. “Paul 


is actually somewhat of a 
constant, but the variable 
here is Perry,” he said. 

Shaw that while Paul’s liber¬ 
tarian voter base is unlikely 
to grow significantly. Perry 
can appeal to voters who 
seek an establishment fig¬ 
ure or a candidate with Tea 
Party credentials. Paul said 
Thursday in a Fox News in¬ 
terview that Perry’s appeal 
will dilute the “establish¬ 
ment” vote and open the 
race for candidates who 
do not represent the “status 
quo.”Q

MADISON, Ala. - After the 
chicken salad sandwich¬ 
es were handed out and 
everyone had their fill of 
ABO jokes (Anybody but 
Obama), the Republican 
Women of Madison got 
down to business. 

“It’s absolutely the most im¬ 
portant election we’ve ever 
faced, from top to bottom,” 
said Janet Donoghue, 74, a 
nurse and health educator 
who identifies herself as a 
conservative Republican. 
Every third Wednesday, 
Donoghue joins a few doz¬ 
en other women for the 
group’s monthly meeting. 
Newly minted Tea Party 


members sit next to vet¬ 
erans of regional and na¬ 
tional political conventions. 
And they agree on the is¬ 
sues one might imagine. 
The state’s teachers union 
must be stopped. So should 
same-sex marriage. Gov¬ 
ernment needs to be more 
transparent. 

They cheer the fact that for 
the first time since Recon¬ 
struction, Republicans last 
fall took control of the Ala¬ 
bama legislature in a state 
where every major office, 
save one member of Con¬ 
gress, is now Republican. 
But when it comes to who 
should next run the coun¬ 
try, there was no consensus 
among the women in the

For Denise Book, 53, a self- 
identified right-wing conser¬ 
vative, Herman Cain is the 
best man for the job. 

“He’s upfront, he’s honest 
and he’s clean," she said. 
By which. Book explained, 
he has no skeletons in his 
closet - as opposed to, say. 
Newt Gingrich. 

“I’m sorry,” she said, “but 
a lot of women aren't go¬ 
ing to vote for him because 
he’s cheated on spouse af¬ 
ter spouse after spouse.” 
Mitt Romney had some 
support, but it was not over¬ 
whelming. He's a good 
businessman, sure. And he 
has experience. But some 
did not like his position that 
people might have some¬ 
thing to do with climate 
change. Others were not 
happy with what they said 
was a failed health-care 
plan in Massachusetts. 

And everyone seemed to 
think he had a certain pre¬ 
programmed stiffness to 
him and the whiff of ordina¬ 
tion from top Republican 
leaders. 

“John McCain was the 
consensus, kind of like Bob 
Dole," said Liz Cureo, 58. 
“And look where that got 
us.” 

Cureo is known as some¬ 
thing of a super-volunteer 
around Madison. She likes 
Michele Bachmann, a 
member of Congress from 


Minnesota with deep Tea 
Party support. 

“She’s got more experience 
than Obama has," she said. 
“Has Obama had 23 foster 
children?" Others imag¬ 
ined a Romney-Bachmann 
ticket and wanted to know 
more about Tim Pawlenty. 
Is he conservative enough? 
Does he have enough inter¬ 
national experience? 

They ticked through other 
names. Former Senator Rick 
Santorum? Like him, but 
perhaps not broad enough 
in his appeal. Ron Paul? 
Shouldn’t even be running. 
On the other hand, Rick 
Perry, the governor of Tex¬ 
as, absolutely should. 

And what of Sarah Palin? 
Few seemed to think she 
would really run, but some¬ 


one suggested she would 
be the perfect secretary of 
the interior. 

The Republican Women of 
Madison did agree, how¬ 
ever, on the core issues: the 
economy and the deficit. 
Madison County, home to 
about 330,000 people near 
the Tennessee border, has 
three women Republican 
clubs. (There was a turf war. 
They don’t like to talk much 
about it.) 

It's a place where rural cot¬ 
ton farms share a road with 
the HudsonAlpha Institute 
for Biotechnology, home 
of the most advanced ge¬ 
nomics-based research in 
the world. 

So the analysis here was 
smart and blunt. The next 
president needs to offer

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Israel warns it will forcibly stop new flotillas

TEL AVIV, Israel - Israel 
made clear on Thursday 
that if a new flotilla of pro- 
Palestinian activists sought 
to break its naval block¬ 
ade of Gaza like the one 
a year ago when its com¬ 
mandos killed nine people, 
the Israeli military would 
use force again, includ¬ 
ing boarding the ships and 
confronting the activists. 
“We will do anything we 
have to do to prevent a 
boat from breaking the 
blockade," a top naval offi¬ 
cial said in a briefing for for¬ 
eign journalists. “If there is 
the same violence against 
our forces on board, there 
is a pretty good chance 
there will be injuries.” The 
official spoke on the con¬ 
dition of anonymity under 
Israeli military rules. 

On Israel Radio on Thurs¬ 
day, the military’s chief 
spokesman. Brig. Gen. 
Yoav Mordechai, said the 
army would stop any ship 
from entering Gaza. Mor¬ 
dechai added, “There is an 
unequivocal directive from 
the government to enforce 
the naval blockade that is 
recognized by internation¬ 
al law, and we will not al¬ 
low it to be broken.” 

The statements seemed 
part of a heightened effort 
to stop another flotilla and 
to pre-emptively explain 
Israel’s position if violence 
ensues. 

Groups of Palestinian ad¬ 
vocates in chartered ves¬ 


sels are scheduled to de¬ 
part from a number of 
European ports this month 
and assemble into a flotilla 
heading toward Gaza to 
challenge Israel’s block¬ 
ade and commemorate 
the deaths of a year ago. 
Among those expected to 
participate is a U.S. vessel 
with several dozen passen¬ 
gers, including the writer Al¬ 
ice Walker and an 86-year- 
old whose parents died in 
the Holocaust. 

Because of insurance dif¬ 
ficulties and political pres¬ 
sure, it remained unclear 
whether the ship on which 
last year’s deaths occurred, 
the Mavi Marmara of Tur¬ 
key, would join the flotilla 
as planned. Israel, widely 
condemned for fhe com¬ 
mando operation, said that 
a year ago the ship was 
dominated by extremists 


who created the confron¬ 
tations that resulted in the 
deaths. 

A number of world lead¬ 


ers, including Ban Ki-moon, 
fhe U.N. secretary-general; 
Catherine Ashton, the Euro¬ 
pean Union’s foreign policy 
chief; and Foreign Minister 
Ahmet Davutogluof Tur¬ 
key, have urged the flo¬ 
tilla organizers to drop their 
plans or wait and see how 
Gaza fares under changes 
in Egyptian and Israeli poli¬ 
cies. 

Four years ago, after 
Hamas took over in Gaza, 
Israel and Egypt closed off 
the territory, preventing 
most goods and nearly all 
people from going in and 
out. Israel began a naval 
blockade two and a half 
years ago when it invaded 
Gaza to stop Palestinian 
militants from firing rockets 
into Israel. 

But after the commando 


raid a year ago, internation¬ 
al outrage over the deaths, 
along with the hardships in 
Gaza, contributed to a shift 
in Israeli policy. Israel eased 
its blockade, letting in more 
goods over land. After the 
revolution in Egypt this year, 
Egypt changed its policy 
toward Gaza, partly re¬ 
opening its border to peo¬ 
ple. Today Gaza has plenty 
of goods available, buf its 
economy remains devas¬ 
tated and unemployment 
is 40 percent to 45 percent. 
Moreover, Israel continues 
the naval blockade. The 
government says its goal is 
to prevent Hamas from im¬ 
porting weapons by sea. 
In March, Israel stopped a 
vessel packed with weap¬ 
ons that it says were Gaza- 
bound.Q

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As bombs target Tripoli 

Diplomatic efforts heat up

TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — Re¬ 
newed diplomatic efforts 
to halt Libya's civil war ap¬ 
peared to be gaining mo¬ 
mentum Thursday as thun¬ 
derous NATO airstrikes once 
again hammered Moam- 
mar Gadhafi’s stronghold 


of Tripoli. Officials in the 
capital say they are open 
to international efforts that 
would bring an end to four 
months of fighting between 
forces loyal to the longtime 
leader and rebels who con¬ 
trol the eastern third of the 
country along with pockets 
in the west. 

But they insist that Gadhafi 
will not bow to international 
pressure to push him aside. 
“We don’t accept anything 
that may be done against 
him. He is a red line in our 
discussions," Prime Minister 
al-Baghdadi al-Mahmoudi 
said. Any deal that would 
partition the country is un¬ 
acceptable, he added. 
Al-Mahmoudi told reporters 
that the Libyan government 
has held a number of “pre¬ 
liminary meetings” with of¬ 
ficials based in the eastern 
rebel-held city of Benghazi. 
He said the talks took place 
abroad, including in Egypt, 
Tunisia and Norway, but he 
did not provide specifics. 
One of Gadhafi’s sons told 
an Italian newspaper that 
while his father would not 
seek exile, elections under 
international supervision 


could offer a way out. A 
vote could be organized 
within three months, he 
said. 

The son. Seif al-lslam, told 
Corriere della Sera that 
Gadhafi would step aside if 
he lost, which the son said 
was unlikely. He acknowl¬ 
edged, however, that “my 


father’s regime as it devel¬ 
oped since 1969 is dead.” 

In Washington, U.S. State 
Department spokeswoman 
Victoria Nuland rejected 
the idea of elections in Lib¬ 
ya. 

“It’s a little late for any pro¬ 
posals by Gadhafi and 
his circles for democratic 
change,” she said Thurs¬ 
day. “It’s time for him to 
go.” 

Gadhafi’s son, once 
groomed to succeed the 
elder Gadhafi, has served 
as one of his main spokes¬ 


men during the conflict. 
Like Gadhafi himself, he has 
been heard from rarely in 
recent weeks. 

Russia's envoy to Libya met 
with senior government 
leaders in Tripoli — but ap¬ 
parently not Gadhafi him¬ 
self — hours after NATO 
warplanes pounded the 
area near the leader's Bab 
al-Aziziya compound. 
Russian envoy Mikhail Mar- 
gelov met in Tripoli with 
al-Mahmoudi and Foreign 
Minister Abdul-Ati al-Obeidi. 
Last week, Margelov visited 
the Libyan rebel stronghold 
of Benghazi and said that 
Gadhafi has lost his legiti¬ 
macy. However, the envoy 
also said NATO airstrikes are 
not a solution to Libya's vio¬ 
lent stalemate. 

Reporters taken to a bomb¬ 
ing site around midday saw 
Margelov there in the com¬ 
pany of government offi¬ 
cials. The Interfax agency 
quoted Margelov as saying, 
after meeting the foreign 
minister, that he was told 
“Gadhafi is not prepared 
to leave, and the Libyan 
leadership will talk about 
the country’s future only 
after a cease-fire.” The for¬ 
eign minister also said, ac¬ 
cording to Margelov, that 
the African Union should be 
“the main force” in reach¬ 
ing a resolution. 

Spain ordered the expulsion 
of the Libyan ambassador 
in Madrid, saying Gadhafi’s 
regime no longer has le¬ 
gitimacy. A Foreign Ministry 
statement Thursday said the 
government gave Ajeli Ab- 
dussalam Ali Breni 10 days 
to leave the country .□

GUVECCI, Turkey - Hundreds fled a town in northern Syria 
on Wednesday that appeared to be the next target of 
a military seeking to crush a three-month uprising against 
President Bashar Assad, activists said, joining thousands 
already displaced in a growing crisis that has embarrassed 
the Syrian government. 

In a succession of often bloody operations, the Syrian 
military has sent tanks and soldiers to the country's most 
restive areas. This week, forces were deployed to eastern 
Syria, a region that borders Iraq and is knit by extended 
clans, as well as the northern town, Ma’arrat an Nu'man, 
which is on the highway between Damascus, the capital, 
and Aleppo, Syria’s second largest city. 

Though the Syrian military said its forces had yet to enter 
the town, activists said hundreds of residents, and perhaps 
more, had already begun heading to other Syrian cities 
and the Turkish border. Insan, a Syrian human rights 
group, said that security forces detained 17 people on 
Wednesday as they left the town, a historic site in Syria. 
“The regime will go to any Syrian city and village that 
witnesses demonstrations," said a 50-year-old farmer in 
Ma'arrat an Nu’man who gave his name as Jamal. 

An activist there who gave his name as Samih added, “It 
is time to punish us.” 

Forces also entered Dayr az Zawr in the east and 
surrounded the border town of Abu Kamal, where clashes 
have erupted between demonstrators and government 
loyalists. Despite the military’s presence, activists said 
a protest still took place in Dayr az Zawr, one of Syria’s 
largest cities, over the deployment of the army in the city. 
In the past week, the crackdown - and fear of more 
violence at the hands of the government - has uprooted 
thousands of Syrians. Nearly 8,500 are in three camps 
across the border in Turkey, and thousands more are 
stranded on the Syrian side. Most of them were driven from 
Jisr al-Shughour, which the government retook Sunday. 
Foreign Minister Ahmet Davutoglu of Turkey toured the 
border on Wednesday, even stopping at the barbed wire 
to greet displaced people on the Syrian side. In the camps 
on the Turkish side, officials have sought to bar journalists 
from entering, though some people occasionally moved 
to the blue plastic sheets stretched along the compound 
to speak. “Damn your legislation, laws and the state you 
have established!” one woman shouted from the camp, 
denouncing the government of Assad. “Men's fingers 
are cut off, and the wounded are piled on top of each 
other.” □

ATHENS - The instability 
rocking Greece this week 
is the latest manifestation 
of a troubling new phase 
in the global financial crisis: 
Political turmoil is sweeping 
through Europe, toppling 
governments and threat¬ 
ening to undermine efforts 
to rescue the financial sys¬ 
tem and, ultimately, the 
euro zone itself. 

It seems likely that Prime 
Minister George Papan¬ 
dreou of Greece will man¬ 
age fo hold together his 
government long enough 
to push through the deep 
cuts required for his debf- 
ridden country to receive 
its next installment of inter¬ 
national aid. He is expect¬ 
ed to shuffle his cabinet on 
Friday. 

But with a rising tide of 
voter anger against bank 
bailouts, budget cuts and 
austerity measures, his pop¬ 
ularity is plummeting. And it 
is not just Papandreou who 
is feeling the public’s wrath. 
Across Europe, people are 
complaining that they are 
unfairly paying the price for 
the mistakes of their gov¬ 
ernments while they are 
growing increasingly re¬ 
sentful of the international 
banks and the preferen¬ 
tial treatment they seem 
to receive. And they are 
getting louder. “They took 
everything, and we have 
to pay,” said Katerina Fa- 
tourou, 30, an elemen¬ 
tary school music teacher 


in Athens, summing up a 
common sentiment here 
after a large and some¬ 
times violent general strike. 
It is not likely to be the last in 
Europe this summer. 

In a vicious cycle, the rising 
political turmoil is sowing 
unrest in global financial 
markets, raising the inter¬ 
est rates paid by heavily 
indebted nations in Europe 
to ever higher levels and 
threatening their solvency. 
European officials are also 
worried fhat if Greece’s 
politicians bow to popular 
anger and reject the aus¬ 
terity route, others coun¬ 
tries might follow, with po¬ 


tentially dire consequences 
for Europe's banks and 
fhe common currency. So 
concerned were EU offi¬ 
cials about the potential tor 
trouble that the bloc’s top 
financial official, Olli Rehn, 


hinted in Brussels on Thurs¬ 
day that Greece might get 
the new financial aid even if 
European finance ministers 
failed to approve the loan 
at a meeting this weekend. 
In recent months, the gov¬ 
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ernments of Ireland and 
Portugal have been ousted 
over efforts to cut bud¬ 
gets and benefits. Students 
have rioted to protest tu¬ 
ition increases in Britain, 
and young people who 
feel shut out of their own 
futures have held nation¬ 
wide sit-ins in Spain, where 
the governing Socialists are 
in trouble in the polls. Right- 
wing political parties are 
gaining strength, tapping, 
in part, the populist rejec¬ 
tion of austerity plans. 

This week, Papandreou 
became the latest politi¬ 
cian pulled in opposite di¬ 
rections by the markets, 
which hang on his every 
word, and his country’s 
citizens, who have al¬ 
ready been stung by one 
round of wage and pen¬ 
sion cuts and are resisting 
new spending reductions 
and tax increases. But he 
needs those measures to 
persuade the International 
Monetary Fund to release 
the next installment of a 
$155 billion bailouf pack¬ 
age negotiafed a year 
ago.Q

Mexico arrests ‘El Brad Pitt’, alleged drug boss

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Federal 
authorities detained a for¬ 
mer police officer accused 
of leading the armed wing 
of the violent Juarez Cartel in 
northern Mexico, the govern¬ 
ment said Thursday. 

Marco Antonio Guzman, 
who had several aliases in¬ 
cluding “El Brad Pitt," was 
captured Wednesday in the 
U.S. border state of Chihua¬ 
hua along with two alleged 
accomplices, according to 
a federal police statement. 
Guzman, 34, was brought to 
the Mexican capital Thurs¬ 
day and shown, handcuffed, 
to the news media. 

Police said Guzman was in¬ 
volved in the June 15, 2010 
car bomb explosion that 
killed a federal police officer 
and two civilians. 

They also accuse him of be¬ 
ing involved in drug-traffick-

ing operations across Chi¬ 
huahua. The state is one of 
the worst-affected areas of 
the drug war. It is the state 
of deadly Ciudad Juarez, 
where an estimated 3,100 
people were killed in 2010 
alone. 

A federal official who was not 
authorized to speak on the 
record said Guzman's nick¬ 
name “El Brad Pitt" comes 
from a disguise he wore 
when he served as a lookout 
for the Juarez cartel. 

To go unnoticed, he tried 
to look like a tourist wearing 
his hair long, a baseball cap 
and a camera around his 
neck. According to the of¬ 
ficial, gang associates said 
Guzman looked like Pitt in 
a scene from the American 
film “Spy Game” about CIA 
agents, in which the actor 
wore a similar outfit. 

The nickname apparently 
stuck.Q

As ash shifts, NZ flights begin to resume 

SYDNEY (AP) — Australian airlines that grounded flights 
to New Zealand because of a volcanic ash cloud over 
the past week began flying to the island nation again 
Friday. Not all flights were back on as Qantas, Jetstar 
and Virgin Australia struggled to get planes into posi¬ 
tion and monitor cities where ash was still hanging 
in the air. Ash spewing from a Chilean volcano has 
thrown air travel into disarray since Sunday, when air¬ 
lines began canceling flights within Australia and New 
Zealand and between the countries. Tens of thousands 
of passengers were affected, and many grew particu¬ 
larly frustrated because of airlines’ differing policies on 
flying when there is an ash cloud. nVirgin Australia and 
Air New Zealand chose to fly under or around the cloud 
when they could. As a result. Air New Zealand main¬ 
tained service between Australia and New Zealand, 
though some domestic flights were groundedO 

JetBlue adds new routes from San Juan 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) — JetBlue Airways says it 
has become the largest carrier in Puerto Rico, surpass¬ 
ing American Airlines. JetBlue said it has secured the 
top spot as it announced new flights to the U.S. Virgin 
Islands starting Dec. 15. The airline says it grew 38 per¬ 
cent in Puerto Rico over the past year and has an aver¬ 
age of 35 per day from the island. Puerto Rican Gov. 
Luis Fortuno said at a news conference Thursday that 
JetBlue will be bringing an additional 100,000 passen¬ 
gers per year to the island. He said it injected about $50 
million into the local economy. American Airlines had 
been the main carrier but has shifted flights to Miami in 
recent years. The company did not comment on Jet¬ 
Blue’s announcement. □ 

Aussies condemn Malaysian refugee deal 

CANBERRA, Australia (AP) — Prime Minister Julia Gillard 
said her government will forge ahead with a proposed 
refugee swap deal with Malaysia despite the Australian 
parliament condemning the policy in a rare show of 
defiance Thursday. Australia wants to send 800 asylum 
seekers to Malaysia in return for Australia resettling 4,000 
registered refugees from among the 93,000 languishing 
in that Southeast Asian nation, which has not signed 
the U.N. Convention on Refugees and has been criti¬ 
cized for their harsh treatment. The aim is to deter asy¬ 
lum seekers from coming to Australia by boat. A motion 
condemning the policy was passed by the House of 
Representatives with the support of two key lawmakers 
whose support Gillard’s Labor Party relies on to stay in 
power. The Senate passed the same motion in MayO 

New president reaches out to emigrants 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) — Haiti’s new president is 
reaching out to the 2 million Haitians emigrants whose 
earnings abroad have long helped keep the struggling 
country afloat even while they have been shut out of 
local politics. 

Recently inaugurated Michel Martelly, who lived 
abroad himself, has vowed to overturn Haiti's long¬ 
standing ban on dual citizenship and to build a better 
relationship with an overseas community that contrib¬ 
utes 25 percent of Haiti's gross domestic product with 
remittances sent to relatives back home. The Haitian 
diaspora, mostly in the U.S., Canada and the Caribbe¬ 
an, has been shut out of the political scene. Residency 
requirements ban those abroad from owning land or 
running for office, a clause that kept Grammy Award¬ 
winning singer Wyclef Jean from fulfilling his dream of 
running for president of Haiti.Q

Back-of-the-envelope math: our lefty military

As we search for paths out 
of America's economic 
crisis, many suggest busi¬ 
ness as a paradigm for 
cutting costs. According 
to my back-of-the-enve- 
lope math, top CEOs earn 
as much as $1 a second 
around the clock, partly 
by cutting medical ben¬ 
efits for employees. So they 
must be paragons of effi¬ 
ciency, right? 

Actually, I’m not so sure. 
The business sector is daz- 
zlingly productive, but it 
also periodically blows up 


our financial system. Yet if 
we seek another model, 
one that emphasizes uni¬ 
versal health care and ed¬ 
ucational opportunity, one 
that seeks to curb income 
inequality, we don’t have 
to turn to Sweden. Rather, 
look to the U.S. military. 

You see, when our armed 
forces are not firing missiles, 
they live by an astonish¬ 
ingly liberal ethos - and it 
works. The military helped 
lead the way in racial de¬ 
segregation, and even 
today it does more to pro¬ 
vide equal opportunity to 
working-class families - es¬ 
pecially to blacks - than just 
about any social program. 
It has been an escalator of 
social mobility in U.S. soci¬ 
ety because it invests in sol¬ 
diers and gives them skills 
and opportunities. 

The U.S. armed forces knit 
together whites, blacks, 
Asians and Hispanics from 
diverse backgrounds, in¬ 
vests in their education and 


training, provides them with 
excellent health care and 
child care. 

And it does all this with 
minimal income gaps: A 
senior general earns about 
10 times what a private 
makes, while, by my cal¬ 
culation, CEOs at major 
companies earn about 
300 times as much as those 
cleaning their offices. That’s 


right: The military ethos can 
sound pretty lefty. 

“It's the purest application 
of socialism there is,” Wes¬ 
ley Clark, the retired four- 
star general and former su¬ 
preme allied commander 
of NATO forces in Europe, 
told me. And he was only 
partly joking. 

“It’s a really fair system, and 
a lot of thought has been 


put into it, and people re¬ 
spond to it really well,” he 
added. The country can 
learn from that sense of 
mission, he said, from that 
emphasis on long-term stra¬ 
tegic thinking. 

The military is innately hi¬ 
erarchical, yet it nurtures 
a camaraderie in part be¬ 
cause the military looks af¬ 
ter its employees. □ 
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Blocking Elizabeth Warren

It’s official: Elizabeth War¬ 
ren returned to the torture 
chamber known as the 
House Committee on Over¬ 
sight and Government Re¬ 
form on July 14. Last week, 
Darrell Issa, the California 
Republican who is chair¬ 
man of the committee, 
tweeted the news. Appar¬ 
ently, Democrats aren’t the 
only ones who use Twitter to 
harass women. 

The last time Warren ap¬ 
peared before the com¬ 
mittee, on May 24, she was 
mauled by the Republicans 
in a brutal hearing during 
which a North Carolina 
freshman named Patrick 
McHenry twice accused 
her of lying, while conduct¬ 
ing a Perry Mason-style in¬ 
terrogation (“Yes or no, Ms. 
Warren”) that was at once 
ludicrous and shameful. 
Afterward, Issa expressed 
outrage because she had 
dared to defend herself 
and demanded that she 
return for another round of 
browbeating. Hence, July 
14 . 

Ostensibly, the House Re¬ 
publicans are outraged 


that Warren, in her capac¬ 
ity as a special adviser to 
the White House, offered 
“secret” counsel to the 
states' attorneys general, 
who have been investigat¬ 
ing the big foreclosure ro- 
bo-signing scandal. Never 
mind that she has repeat¬ 
edly acknowledged that 
she offered her advice, 
which they had asked for 

- and that there is nothing 
wrong with a federal official 
advising state officials. 

No, the real reason War¬ 
ren has become a pinata is 
that, as a Harvard law pro¬ 
fessor, she dreamed up the 
idea of a federal agency 
that could help prevent 
consumers of financial 
products - like, oh, preda¬ 
tory subprime mortgages 

- from being taken advan¬ 
tage of. Then she lobbied 
to turn it into reality, as part 
of the Dodd-Frank reform 
law. And now, working for 
the administration, she is 
busy setting up the Con¬ 
sumer Financial Protection 
Bureau, which will “go live” 
in less than six weeks. 

What’s worse, she’s been 
doing a pretty good job of 
it so far. When she was first 


appointed to set up the 
agency, I heard rumbling 
that she had no manage¬ 
ment chops and would 
make a hash of things. This 
prediction has turned out 
to be spectacularly wrong. 
She has attracted first-rate 
talent for virtually all the top 
jobs. The new bureau’s first 
move was to persuade two 
government agencies to 
combine mortgage forms 
into one easy-to-read doc¬ 
ument - no easy task given 
how government works. 
She has consistently talked 
about making bank disclo¬ 
sures easier for consumers 
to understand. 

You would think that Re¬ 
publicans would like this 
sort of thing. Instead, they 
portray Warren as a polar¬ 
izing ideologue bent on 
creating an agency that, 
as Mitch McConnell, the 
Senate minority leader, put 
it recently, “could be a se¬ 
rious threat to our financial 
system." How, precisely, an 
agency that tries to keep 
financial consumers from 
being gouged threatens 
the system is something no 
one ever explains. (Unless 
, of course, gouging con¬ 


sumers is central to bank 
profitability. Hmmm ...) 

On the Senate side, the ap¬ 
proach of the Republicans 
has been to claim that their 
real issue is not with War¬ 
ren but with the structure of 
the new bureau. Forty-four 
Republican senators re¬ 
cently sent a letter to Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama saying 
they would not approve 
any director without major 
changes. In particular, they 
want to deprive the agency 
of automatic financing, so 
that, unlike other bank reg¬ 
ulators, it would have to go 
through an annual appro¬ 
priations process. Which, of 
course, would then allow 
the Republicans to starve it 
via budgetary deprivation. 
Unfortunately, the presi¬ 
dent’s response has been 
to dither. Despite the im¬ 
pending start date for the 
bureau - and despite the 
fact that Warren is the clear 
and obvious choice to run it 
- he still hasn’t been able to 
pull the trigger. For months, 
there were rumblings that 
he would name Warren in 
a “recess appointment,” 
which wouldn’t require Sen¬ 
ate confirmation. But that is 



simply not going to hap¬ 
pen: There are parliamen¬ 
tary maneuvers that will 
allow the Senate to remain 
“in session” even when 
there are no actual sena¬ 
tors in the vicinity. 

Besides, this is a president 
who sees himself as a con¬ 
sensus-seeker. His first in¬ 
stinct is to try to cut a deal. 
Thus it was that just a 
few days ago, the White 
House floated the name 
of Raj Date as a possible 
compromise candidate. 
Date is one of Warren’s 
terrific hires; he's a former 
banker who, in recent 
years, has been a vocal 
consumer advocate. 
McConnell, however, 
quickly shot down the 
idea, and stuck to his guns: 
No structural changes, no 
director. End of story,Q

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Nearly 150 hurt 
in Vancouver riot

VANCOUVER, British Colum¬ 
bia - Almost 150 people 
required hospital treat¬ 
ment and close to 100 
were arrested after rioters 
swept through downtown 
Vancouver following the 
Canucks' loss to the Bos¬ 
ton Bruins in Game 7 of the 
Stanley Cup final. 
Vancouver Coastal Health 
spokeswoman Anna Ma¬ 
rie D’Angelo said Thursday 
that three stabbing victims 
had been admitted and 
a man was in critical con¬ 
dition with head injuries 
after a fall from a viaduct. 
Rioting and looting left cars 
burned, stores in shambles 
and windows shattered 
over a roughly 10-block ra¬ 
dius of the city's main shop¬ 
ping district. 

It was similar to the scene 
that erupted in 1994 follow¬ 
ing the Canucks’ Game 7 
loss to the New York Rang¬ 
ers, but the latest violence 
shocked Canadians unac¬ 
customed to such riots. □

NFL hoping to make amends with next Super Bowl

INDIANAPOLIS - The NFL 

wants this year's Super 
Bowl to go smoothly. Five 
months after the ticket de¬ 
bacle in Texas, NFL senior 
vice president Frank Supo- 
vitz came to Indianapolis 
to examine the Super Bowl 
host committee’s plan. 
He left town with the im¬ 
pression that things are on 
track and ready to go de¬ 
spite the uncertainties the 
lockout poses to the game 
scheduled for Feb. 5. 


“I think any good business 
or brand wants to put their 
customers first, and it’s 
something we began to 
talk about immediately” 
after the last Super Bowl, 
he said. “There were some 
well-documented cases 
about serving our fans well 
in Dallas, so that’s what this 
is really about." Supovitz 
said the decision to put 
fans first this year has noth¬ 
ing to do with the lockout 
that has continually raised 
questions about whether 
the city's first Super Bowl will 


be played as scheduled 
— or at all. As NFL owners 
and players continued ne¬ 
gotiations Wednesday, Su¬ 
povitz continued to insist 
that the league expected 
the game to be played 
on time. If it is canceled, 
something that has never 
happened, Supovitz said 
publicly for the first time 
that Indy would assured of 
getting another Super Bowl 
if the city wants it.

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Mcllroy opens 3-shot lead at US Open

BETHESDA, Maryland (AP) 

— Rory Mcllroy made six 
birdies and not a single 
bogey to lead the first 
round of the U.S. Open by 
three shots over 2009 U.S. 
PGA winner Y.E. Yang and 
Masters champion Chari 
Schwartzel. 

Mcllroy, who blew a four- 
shot lead in the final round 
of the Masters, has the larg¬ 
est lead after the first round 
of the U.S. Open in 35 years. 
There’s still a lot of golf be¬ 
tween now and Sunday, 
but there’s no denying 
Mcllroy looks like the play¬ 
er most poised to break 
through on one of golf’s 
biggest stages. 

This is the third time in the 
last four majors Mcllroy 
has held the first-round 
lead. And at this one, his 
first round at a Grand Slam 
since the meltdown at Au¬ 
gusta, he didn’t look at all 
intimidated by either the 
moment or the long course 
at Congressional. 

“I felt comfortable with my

without a bogey — the only 
player of the 156 in the field 
who did — a remarkable 
feat on a course measur¬ 
ing 7,514 yards for the first 
round. 

He played most of the 
round in breezy conditions 
that weren’t present in the 
morning, when Yang was 
shooting his 68 in calmer 
conditions. Rain that greet¬ 
ed the players early started 
again as Mcllroy was head¬ 
ing to the ninth green — his 
last hole of the day — but 
there was no dampening 
this effort. 

“I have to back it up to¬ 
morrow so I can go into 
the weekend in good posi¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Sergio Garcia, British Open 
champion Louis Oosthui- 
zen, American Ryan Palm¬ 
er, Kim Kyung-tae and Scott 
Hend were tied for fourth at 
2 under; a group of 10 fin¬ 
ished another stroke back. 
Mcllroy beat the players 
in his featured afternoon 
threesome — Phil Mickel¬ 
son and Dustin Johnson — 
by a combined 19 strokes. 

“I just need to keep it go¬ 
ing,” he said. “I played re¬ 
ally good out there, didn't 
make any mistakes, which 
in a U.S. Open is huge. I'm 
looking forward to tomor¬ 
row." 

Closest to catching him will 
be Schwartzel, who ended 
up with a green jacket that 
could have been Mcllroy’s, 
and Yang, whose 2009 win 


at the PGA Championship 
might be better remem¬ 
bered as the one that Tiger 
Woods lost. 

When Yang captured the 
PGA, it marked the first 
time Woods failed to win 
after taking a lead into the 
last day of a major. Yang 
hasn’t contended at a 
Grand Slam tournament 
since, but said Congres¬ 
sional fits his game better 
than most courses. 

“I've been playing more 
conservatively," Yang said. 
“I'm trying to make more 
pars, less bogeys and I was 
lucky to make a few bird¬ 
ies. Overall, the course and 
my approach has worked 
to my advantage.” 

As Mcllroy, Yang and 
Schwartzel showed, there 
were good scores to be 
had in the USGA's first re¬ 
turn to Congressional since 
1997, when Ernie Els won 
the championship. 

The three members of the 
morning’s marquee group 
— No. 1 Luke Donald (74), 
No. 2 Lee Westwood (75) 
and No. 3 Martin Kaymer 
(74) — combined for 17 bo¬ 
geys and one double. 

“Any course is a mental 
grind if you're not sharp. 
The U.S. Open is no differ¬ 
ent,” Westwood said. 
Meanwhile, Mickelson and 
Johnson were supposed to 
share the stage with Mcll¬ 
roy, but instead ended up 
as sideshows. 

Mickelson opened the day 
by dropping his tee shot on 
the par-3 10th into the wa¬ 
ter en route to double bo¬ 
gey. 

He spent the rest of the 
day hitting driver out of the 
rough, searching for his ball 
in the weeds and looking 
for miracle up-and-downs 
from greenside, among 
other things. He shot a 
3-over 74 that could’ve 
been much worse. 

Johnson, who blew a three- 
shot lead in the final round 
of last year's U.S. Open, will 
have to do a lot of work 
to get there this time. He 
hit two balls into the wa¬ 
ter on No. 11 — his second 
hole — and never found his 
groove. He finished a round 
of 4-over 75 that, like Mick- 
elson’s, could have been 
much worse. □

my preparation. I thought 
I played pretty good. I 
thought more than any¬ 
thing I was able to get a lot 
of great competition. This 
has been ideal.” 
Hantuchova had lost all 10 
of her previous matches 
against Williams, and had 
only won two sets, but has 
been in good form recent¬ 
ly, reaching the Birming¬ 
ham final last week. She 
advances to a semifinal 
against fifth-seeded Petra 
Kvitova, who beat Agniesz¬ 
ka Radwanska 1-6, 6-2, 7-6 
( 2 ). 

“I was really looking forward 
to the match today and re¬ 
ally pleased that I was able 
to win," Hantuchova said. 
“It's obviously nice to see 
(the Williams sisters) both 
back. I think they're great 
for the game.” 

Zvonareva failed to follow 
up her win over Serena Wil¬ 
liams and was defeated 
4-6, 7-6 (4), 6-4 by seventh- 
seeded Sam Stosur. It was 
the Australian’s seventh 
straight win over her Rus¬ 
sian opponent. 

The top-seeded Zvonareva 
led 4-2 in the second set 
but lost it on a tiebreaker 
and Stosur won the first four 
games of the deciding set 


on her way to victory. 
Stosur will meet the sixth- 
seeded Marion Bartoli in the 
semifinals on Friday. Bartoli 
advanced when 2010 run- 
nerup Victoria Azarenko re¬ 
tired with a right groin injury 
while trailing 6-2, 2-0. 
Hantuchova dominated 
a listless Williams in the first 
set, serving well, playing 
aggressively and showing 
confidence in going for the 
lines. 

The former No. 5-ranked 
Slovak broke in the third 
game after Williams dou¬ 
ble-faulted and then made 
a backhand error, and 
she broke again to lead 
5-2 with a superbly struck 
backhand pass. 

Williams offered a brief 
challenge as Hantuchova 
served for the set but failed 
to convert three break 
points before Hantuchova 
closed the set with a cross¬ 
court winner. 

“I definitely wish I could 
have came out harder," 
Williams said. “I think she 
was a little bit tentative in 
the beginning, and then to 
lose serve wasn’t ideal, but 
I definitely thought I was 
gonna break back. That 
didn’t work out the way I 
wanted to." 


The American, playing her 
first event since retiring with 
hip and abdominal injuries 
during the Australian Open 
in January, first faced de¬ 
feat as Hantuchova held a 
break point in the second 
set to lead 5-3. 

But Hantuchova hit a ball 
down the line that landed 
wide, and Williams went on 
to break for 4-4 when her 
return clipped the net and 
fell in her favor. 

Williams then broke to love 
for the set when Hantucho¬ 
va netted a weak back¬ 
hand. 

With both players battling 
a strong wind, Hantuchova 
regained the upper hand 
in the final set, breaking for 
1-0. Williams made a brief 
revival, leveling at 2-2 be¬ 
fore Hantuchova swept the 
next four games. 

Williams, who mis-hit a 
serve that flew out of the 
stadium, acknowledged 
the wind had been a fac¬ 
tor. 

“Today was really tough,” 
she said. “It was hard to 
capitalize on the serve. 
Right up until the last point, 

I took my racquet back 
and the wind blew it for¬ 
ward. But I give her credit 
to hanging there.Q 


UCI backs Contactor's 
right to defend Tour title 


AMSTERDAM (AP) — The In¬ 
ternational Cycling Union 
supports Alberto Conta¬ 
dor’s right to defend his 
Tour de France title next 
month despite his pending 
doping hearing in the Court 
of Arbitration for Sport. 
Because Contador was 
acquitted of taking a per¬ 
formance-enhancing sub¬ 
stance on last year's Tour 
by his Spanish Cycling Fed¬ 
eration, the UCI said in a 
statement on Thursday that 
he “has the statutory right 
to take part in any compe¬ 
tition insofar as he has not 
been found guilty by the 
CAS." 

The UCI and World Anti- 
Doping Agency have ap¬ 
pealed the Spanish deci¬ 
sion, which CAS will hear 
from Aug. 1 -3, a week after 
the Tour. It was originally set 


for early June, but CAS de¬ 
layed it to give both sides 
more time to prepare. 

The management commit¬ 
tee of the UCI which was 
meeting in Maastricht, said 
it was aware the proceed¬ 
ings could be considered 
“excessively long,” and 
understood observers' “in¬ 
comprehension,” but it was 
looking forward to justice 
being “administered prop¬ 
erly." 

Contador tested positive 
for the banned anabolic 
agent clenbuterol while 
winning his third Tour de 
France last year, but the 
Spanish federation ac¬ 
cepted his excuse that he 
unknowingly ingested it in 
tainted meat. 

With CAS and WADA chal¬ 
lenging the Spanish fed¬ 
eration's decision in CAS,

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A Man's Life

My father, Manuel, 
would tell me that all 
men put their pants on 
one leg at a time. It was 
his way of telling his son 
that despite the dver- 
sity in careers, lifestyles, 
backgrounds, abilities 
and aspirations, men are 
more alike than different. 
Their lives are governed 
by many of the same de¬ 
sires and consequences. 
Many young men “sow 
their wild oats” or, have 
a period of their life when 
they do a lot of exciting 
things and have plentiful 
sexual relationships. 
Certainly, exploring 
when you are young, 
before a committed re¬ 
lationship and the ac¬ 
countability to your chil¬ 
dren is a much better 
time to experiment that 
when older. 

However, today we 
know that young men 
who are sexually active 
without using condoms 
face an increased risk of 
prostate cancer in later 
life. 

When I interned as an 
Oriental Medical Doc¬ 
tor in Shanghai, the Peo¬ 
ple’s Republic of China I 
heard that “the boy is the 
father of the man”. The 
same wisdom is echoed 
in Galatians 6:7- 9 where 
the Bible states “we reap 
what we sow.” 

Besides the numerous 
sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases already known, 
men, infected with hu¬ 
man papilloma virus 
(HPV) from having un¬ 
protected sex with one 
partner will forever trans¬ 
mit this disease to all 
other partners in unpro¬ 
tected sex. The HPV virus, 
a growing epidemic in 
modern society, causes 
cervical cancer in wom¬ 
en, has now been shown 
to start a chain of ge¬ 
netic mutations that will 
eventually lead to pros¬ 
tate cancer in men de¬ 
cades later. 

The two major tasks of 
the adult male involve 
career and marriage. 


First he must break away 
from his own family, and 
then find a career that 
will give him satisfaction, 
a decent standard of 
living and status and a 
mate who will share his 
life and bear his children.

The true diagnostic time 
for medical personnel to 
take your blood pressure 
is when you are relaxed 
and feeling perfectly 
healthy. 

Taking you blood pres¬ 
sure when you have a 
headache, stomach¬ 
ache, or when under 
stress does not mean 
you are a candidate for 
blood pressure medica¬ 
tion. 

Under pain or any ma¬ 
jor physiological upset 
like getting the flue, your 
blood pressure rises as a 
natural and healthy re¬ 
sponse and will normal¬ 
ize itself when you are 
feeling better.

In a statement 
posted late Wednesday on 
its website, the company 
said 217,657 people were 
sent new cards along with 
notification letters starting 
June 3.

The amendment to the

The bill also would 
slash by 44 percent the 
Obama administration’s 
funding request for the 
CFTC for the budget year 
starting Oct. 1, to $172 mil¬ 
lion. 

The value of derivatives de¬ 
pends on the future price 
of some other investment. 
They have ballooned into a 
$600 trillion market. Regula¬ 
tors say they pose a threat 
to the stability of the finan¬ 
cial system. 

Wall Street executives, ap¬ 
pearing later before the 
House Financial Services 
Committee, maintained 
that the stricter financial 
rules could crimp U.S. firms, 
hurt the economy and cost 
jobs. 

“The regulatory pendulum 
clearly has now begun to 
swing to a point that risks 
hobbling our financial sys¬ 
tem and our economic 
growth,” Barry Zubrow, the 
chief risk officer of JPMor- 
gan Chase & Co., told the 
panel. 

Brainard, the Treasury un¬ 
dersecretary for interna¬ 
tional affairs, said officials 
have been working “tire¬ 
lessly” to create a level 
playing field of financial 
regulation across the U.S., 
Europe, Asia and oth¬ 
er business centers. 

“There are some who 
would argue that the Unit¬ 
ed States is moving too fast, 
that we should wait to see 
what other countries imple¬ 
ment,” Brainard testified. □

— Toyota said Thursday 
it expects to return to full 
North American production 
in September, faster than it 
expected following parts 
shortages stemming from 
the March earthquake and 
tsunami in Japan. 

Toyota Motor Corp. said its 
North American produc¬ 
tion is currently at 80 per¬ 
cent on average. Eight of 
its 12 North American-built 
models returned to full pro¬ 
duction on June 6, the au¬ 
tomaker said. 

The March 11 earthquake 
and tsunami damaged 
auto parts plants in north¬ 
eastern Japan and cut 
power to others, interrupt¬ 
ing the supply of car and 
truck parts to carmakers 
across the world. 

Toyota, along with Honda 


Motor Co., was one of the 
hardest hit. It cut produc¬ 
tion to about 30 percent 
of normal in May by idling 
factories for several days 
or reducing their hours. It 
warned dealers to expect 
shortages of some models 
well into the summer. 
Toyota has resumed full 
production of the Avalon 
large car, Camry midsize 
car, Corolla compact. 
Highlander SUV, Matrix 
small car, Sequoia large 
SUV, Sienna minivan and 
Venza crossover vehicle, 
the company said. 

The Lexus RX350 SUV, Toy¬ 
ota RAV4 small crossover 
and Tundra and Tacoma 
pickups are not expected 
to return to full production in 
June.

Oil stays around a 
four-month low

NEW YORK (AP) — Oil stayed near a four-month low on 
Thursday as investors continued to worry about the Euro¬ 
pean financial crisis. Benchmark West Texas Intermediate 
crude rose 14 cents to settle at $94.95 per barrel on the 
New York Mercantile Exchange. In London Brent crude 
rose $1.01 to settle at $114.02 per barrel on the ICE Futures 
exchange. Oil dropped more than 4 percent on Wednes¬ 
day as Greece's financial troubles deepened. And wor¬ 
ries about Europe's economy continued on Thursday. 
The fear is that a Greek default on its debt could seriously 
impact other European nations with debt problems, like 
Spain, Portugal and Ireland. Europe consumes about 18 
percent of the world’s oil, and oil demand would likely 
drop if Europe’s economy stalls. 

“I don't think anyone is convinced this is going to go away 
overnight,” PFGBest analyst Phil Flynn said. At the very 
least “the demand outlook is really murky,” he said. 
Analyst and trader Stephen Schork said that the U.S. econ¬ 
omy could struggle to grow if gasoline stays above $3.50

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Economy gets lift: Layoffs ease, home building up

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Fewer Americans applied 
for unemployment ben¬ 
efits last week and build¬ 
ers broke ground on more 
homes in May. The latest 
data offered some hope 
that the U.S. economy may 
be improving after hitting a 
slump in late spring. 
Unemployment benefit ap¬ 
plications fell to a season¬ 
ally adjusted 414,000, the 
Labor Department said. 
It was the second drop in 
three weeks and a positive 
sign that layoffs are slowing. 
Still, applications have 
been above 400,000 for 10 
straight weeks, evidence 
that the job market is weak 
compared to earlier this 
year. 

Home construction rose 
last month to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 


560,000 units per year, the 
Commerce Department 
said. Economists say the 
pace of construction is far 
below the 1.2 million homes 
per year that must be built 
to sustain a healthy hous¬ 
ing market. Many credit- 
strapped builders are strug¬ 
gling to compete with low- 
priced foreclosures. 

The modest improvements 
in two of the economy’s 
most troubled areas were 
enough to give Wall Street 
a lift after a major sell-off 
the previous day. The Dow 
Jones industrial average 
gained nearly 60 points 
in afternoon trading and 
broader indexes rose.

NEW YORK - Capital One Financial says it’s buying ING 
Direct USA in a deal valued at $9 billion. 

Under the terms of the agreement, Netherlands-based 
ING Groep will receive $6.2 billion in cash and $2.8 bil¬ 
lion in the form of about 56 million shares in Capital 
One, based on a share price of $50.07. 

Capital One says the deal will make it the fifth-largest 
depository on the country. 

ING Direct USA will hold onto the company’s “orange 
ball" branding and use the ING Direct trademark for a 
transitional year. The sale is part of ING’s restructuring 
plan that was filed with the European Commission in 
2009.

report on manufacturing in 
the region. 

Unemployment applica¬ 
tions had fallen in February 
to 375,000, a level that sig¬ 
nals sustainable job growth. 
They stayed below 400,000 
for seven of nine weeks. 
But applications surged in 
April to 478,000 — an eight- 
month high — and they 
have declined slowly since 
then. 

Economists said the steady 
decline in unemployment 
applications signals that 
the job market is improving, 
but at a very slow pace. 
“This is not a derailing of the 
economy,” said Bricklin Dw¬ 
yer, an economist at BNP 
Paribas. “This is a period of 
weak growth, and we’re 
going to see this for some 


time.” 

The elevated level of ap¬ 
plications suggests that 
companies pulled back on 
hiring in the face of higher 
gas and food prices, which 
have cut into consumer 
spending. Hiring has slowed 
sharply since applications 
rose. 

Employers added only 
54,000 net new jobs in May, 
much slower than the av¬ 
erage gain of 220,000 per 
month in the previous three 
months. The unemploy¬ 
ment rate rose to 9.1 per¬ 
cent from 9 percent. 
Employers probably add¬ 
ed more jobs in June than 
in May, but less than the 
220,000 pace from earlier 
this year, economists said. 
More hiring is important 


because it's key to boost¬ 
ing consumers' incomes, 
which in turn would fuel 
more spending. Consumer 
spending grew at a weak 
2.2 percent annual rate in 
the January-March quar¬ 
ter, down from 4 percent in 
the previous quarter. That 
pushed down economic 
growth to 1.8 percent from 
3.1 percent.

Energy Transfer buying Southern Union Borders extends leases on 11 stores 


NEW YORK (AP) — Energy Transfer Equity says it has 
agreed to acquire natural gas company Southern 
Union Co. for about $4.2 billion, creating one of the 
country’s largest natural gas pipeline companies. 

The combined company would have more than 44,000 
miles of natural gas pipelines and about 30.7 billion cu¬ 
bic feet per day of natural gas transportation capac¬ 
ity. 

Dallas-based Energy Transfer said Thursday it will pay 
$33 per share for Southern Union, a 17 percent premi¬ 
um to Southern Union's closing stock price on Wednes¬ 
day. 

Southern Union shares climbed $4.24, or 15 percent, to 
$32.50 in pre-market trading. 

Energy Transfer would also assume $3.7 billion in Hous¬ 
ton-based Southern Union’s debt, boosting the overall 
transaction value to $7.9 billion. 

The deal has been approved by both companies’ 
boards. □ 


NEW YORK - Borders has reached agree¬ 
ments with landlords to extend the leases 
on 11 stores it had previously asked bank¬ 
ruptcy court permission to close, accord¬ 
ing to court filings. 

Last week the bookstore chain, which filed 
for Chapter 11 bankruptcy protection in 
February, asked permission to start liquidat¬ 
ing 51 stores because of a condition for its 
financing. But it said at the time it was ac¬ 
tively working to keep them open. 

Now Borders Group Inc. has 40 stores re¬ 
maining on last week’s closing list. How¬ 
ever, company said in documents filed 
Wednesday with the U.S. Bankruptcy Court 
in the Southern District of New York that it is 
continuing to negotiate with landlords and 
that number will likely shrink. 

Borders also canceled an auction to se¬ 


lect a liquidator for those stores because it 
is in talks with its creditors to eliminate the 
financing condition that requires it to close 
the stores. 

A hearing on the matter will be held June 

20 . 

Borders had 642 stores before it entered 
bankruptcy protection and has closed 228, 
leaving just more than 400 in operation. 
Earlier this month the Ann Arbor, Mich.- 
based company said it is negotiating to sell 
some or all of its stores and could file a plan 
for that process within a few weeks. 
Borders, which started with a single store 
in 1971, helped pioneer the book super¬

‘Green Lantern’ 
Is dull and dim

Remember when big, sum¬ 
mer blockbusters were fun 
— when they were a light, 
clever and entertaining es¬ 
cape? 

That notion apparently 
eluded the makers of 
“Green Lantern,” a joyless 
amalgamation of exposi¬ 
tory dialogue and special 
effects that aren't espe¬ 
cially special. 

Even Ryan Reynolds, with 
his sparkling charisma and 
chiseled body, can't make 
this thing interesting. Then 
again, he doesn't have 
much to work with. He’s 
essentially called upon to 
make some flippant com¬ 
ments to reflect how shal¬ 
low and self-absorbed his 
character is, then once he 
gets his superhero make¬ 
over, he flies around in a 
skintight green suit and 
zaps stuff with his ring. 

The script, credited to four 
screenwriters and inspired 
by the DC Comics series, 
does little to flesh him out 
beyond some cliched 
daddy issues and a fear 
of death that prompts him 
to run from commitment. 
Reynolds’ Hal Jordan is a 
brash, cocky test pilot; and 
“Green Lantern" plays like 
“Top Gun” with magical 
jewelry. 

But “magical" would be 
the last word you’d use to 
describe the look of the 
film, which is available in 
2-D and (naturally) 3-D. 
As usual, the third dimen¬ 
sion is needless and mere¬ 
ly makes the trippy, sci-fi 
environs look murky; you 
never get the sensation 
that you could reach out 
and touch Reynolds’ abs, 
which are on display early 
and often. All the CGI at 
director Martin Campbell’s 
disposal can't give this 
movie life, which just goes 
to show how crucial strong 
writing is. Campbell’s film¬ 
ography is hit-and-miss, but 
he’s made one of the best 
James Bond movies in a 
while, “Casino Royale,” the 
captivating debut of Dan¬ 
iel Craig in the iconic role. 
Reynolds has his own brand 
of alluring screen presence, 
which he puts to best use — 
ironically — during the brief 
time before he becomes a 
superhero. Q

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Debbie Reynolds auctions 
off Hollywood treasures

BEVERLY HILLS, California (AP) — Debbie Reynolds still 
knows how to make a splash. 

She was a teenage charmer opposite Gene Kelly in “Sin- 
gin’ in the Rain," earned an Oscar nomination for her 
gutsy character in “The Unsinkable Molly Brown” and, at 
79, is going strong as a nightclub and theater performer. 
On Saturday, Reynolds will demonstrate her flair with an 
auction of movie memorabilia she’s gathered over four 
decades and which includes costumes evoking some of 
filmdom’s greatest stars and roles. 

Among them: The Marilyn Monroe dress that flirted with a 
subway gust in “The Seven Year Itch,” Audrey Hepburn’s 
stunning black-and-white Ascot race scene gown de¬ 
signed by Cecil Beaton for “My Fair Lady,” and Elizabeth 
Taylor’s pint-sized race togs from “National Velvet” and 
towering headdress from “Cleopatra.” 

“I consider myself a fan. I’m a fan who was lucky enough 
to be among stars, so I collected them,” Reynolds said 
during an auction preview at the Paley Center for Media. 
Profiles in History, the auction house, estimates the nearly 
600 items could bring up to $10 million in the sale that will 
also be conducted online. More of Reynolds’ treasure 
trove is to be sold in December. 

Taylor, who died in March, is among the best-represented 
stars in Reynolds’ collection — an irony, since Reynolds be¬ 
came the victim in one of Hollywood’s most famous love 
triangles when singer Eddie Fisher divorced her for Taylor. 
The two women eventually appeared to put the past be¬ 
hind them: They co-starred in a 2001 TV movie, “These Old 
Broads,” and Taylor ended up contributing to Reynolds’ 
collection. 

When a costume worn in “Cleopatra” by Taylor's late ex- 
husband Richard Burton came on the market, Reynolds 
called Taylor for help in buying the expensive item. The 
pitch: it would be reunited with Taylor's Cleopatra memo¬ 
rabilia. 

“I really need it because I have you,” Reynolds recalled 
telling her in a phone call. “So she sent me the money for 
the costume.” 

Other pieces up for grabs include costumes worn by Yul 
Brynner in “The King and I,” Greta Garbo in “Anna Kareni¬ 
na” and Marlon Brando in “Mutiny on the Bounty,” along 
with props such as a guitar used by Julie Andrews in “The 
Sound of Music.” □

Performing two of Shake¬ 
speare’s “problem plays” in 
repertory during the wilting 
summer nights, contending 
all the while with low-flying 
helicopters and errant rac¬ 
coons, can be challenging. 
But summer at the Dela- 
corte Theater in Central 
Park, where “Measure for 
Measure” and “All’s Well 
That Ends Well” are both in 
previews, should be a snap 
for John Cullum. After all, 
this is a man who not too 
long ago opened “August: 
Osage County” with what 
amounted to a 16-minute 
monologue, then made a

and smaller,” Cullum said 
one afternoon at an Upper 
West Side cafe, where he 
fortified himself with pasta 
and lamb meatballs be¬ 
fore a long outdoor tech 
rehearsal for “Measure,” in 
which he plays the revivi¬ 
fied king of France. 

And at 81 Cullum appears 
to still have a few more 
font sizes to go. A Although 
he arrived in New York in 
1956, just as the Method 
style of acting was picking 
up steam, his approach is 
detailed but in no way na¬ 
vel-gazing. At an early re¬ 
hearsal of “All's Well,” one 
that focused on the Act V 
scene in which the baffled 
king is among those try¬ 
ing to disentangle Shake¬ 
speare’s plot threads, his 
frequent conversations with 
his director, Daniel Sullivan, 
were generally of the “How 
do I get to the left of the 
countess?" variety. (“At this 
stage of rehearsal,” he con¬ 
fided afterward, “acting 
confused comes naturally. I 
don’t know what the hell is 
going on in this scene yet.”) 
Outside of the rehearsal 
room Cullum is expansive, 
courteous and happy to 
revisit old professional tri¬ 
umphs and hurdles; when 
he is working, the occasion¬ 
al quip notwithstanding, he 
can usually be found bon¬ 
ing up in the corner, script 
in hand. □

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Close up. Mercury is looking less boring

For years, many planetary 
scientists did not express 
much curiosity about Mer¬ 
cury, which looked gray 
and cratered - a slightly 
larger version of the moon. 
But data released Thursday 


from NASA's Mercury Mes¬ 
senger spacecraft, which 
entered orbit around Mer¬ 
cury in March, is painting a 
more vibrant picture of fhe 
solar system’s innermost 
planet. 

“Mercury ain’t the moon,” 
Ralph L. McNutt Jr., the mis¬ 
sion's project scientist, said 
at a NASA news confer¬ 
ence Thursday. 

Among the new findings: 
Some of Mercury’s topog¬ 
raphy is not seen anywhere 
else in the solar system - 
rimless pits, for instance - 
and its mineralogy is vastly 
different from the moon's, 
which has rocks with much 
less potassium. Scientists al¬ 
ready knew that Mercury 
has a magnetic field, while 
the moon does not. 

The latest batch of data in¬ 
cludes the clearest pictures 
yet of Mercury’s polar re¬ 
gions, plus readings of the 
elements in its crust, which 
have helped scientists rule 
out some theories about 
the planet's origins. Mercu¬ 


ry Messenger has also dis¬ 
covered that the planet’s 
magnetic field is stronger 
in its northern hemisphere 
than in its southern, which 
hints at something odd in 
the structure of its molten 
core. 

The new information could 


reveal how Mercury formed 
and changed over the 
4.5-billion-year history of the 
solar system, which in turn 
could help astronomers 
understand the panoply of 
Earth-size planets around 
other stars and the possibil¬ 
ity of conditions friendly for 
life on them. NASA’s Kepler 
telescope has discovered 
dozens of possible Earth- 
size planets, but its obser¬ 
vations can determine little 
beyond their size. 

“We have in our solar sys¬ 
tem four experiments in 
how four Earthlike planets 
evolve once they form un¬ 
der slightly different condi¬ 
tions,” said Sean C. Solo¬ 
mon, the principal investi¬ 
gator for Mercury Messen¬ 
ger, referring to Mercury, 
Venus, Earth and Mars, the 
four rocky planets of the in¬ 
ner solar system. 

“What we're learning is 
that each of those experi¬ 
ments had an extraordi¬ 
narily different outcome,” 
Solomon said. “And one of 


those experiments we live 
on. So it really behooves us, 
in a very general way, to 
understand how Earthlike 
planets form and evolve 
and operate.” 

One of the mysteries is why 
the iron core of Mercury is 
unusually large, extending 
out three-quarters of the 
way to the surface. Earth’s 
core, by contrast, extends 
a little more than halfway. 
One idea was that Mer¬ 
cury was originally larger, 
and the young sun was so 
intense that the radiation 
stripped away the outer 
layers, leaving behind the 
Mercury seen today. But 
that theory predicted low 
abundances of certain el¬ 
ements like potassium that 
would have easily evapo¬ 
rated in the intense heat. 
Mercury Messenger mea¬ 
sured ample amounts of 
potassium. 

“We can rule out this kind of 
model,” said Larry R. Niftier, 
a staff scientist at the Carn¬ 
egie Institution of Washing¬ 
ton and a member of the 
science team. 

Another theory is that Mer¬ 
cury formed out of metal- 
rich meteorites. By and 
large, the observed com¬ 
position of the surface rocks 
does not fit with that theory 
either, although a variation 
could still prove the correct 
explanation. Niftier said. 

A third idea is that a giant 
impact early in Mercury's 
history knocked off a large 
fraction of the planet. “This 
is the model that is still in 
the running," Niftier said. 
“There are probably going 
to be many more models 
devised before we have 
an answer on this.” 
High-resolution images of 
craters revealed irregular 
pits, ranging in width from 
several hundred feet to a 
few miles. The pits do not 
have rims like craters pro¬ 
duced by impacts, leading 
the scientists to speculate 
that they were etched by 
some unstable material 
that evaporated quickly 
when exposed at the sur¬ 
face. 

Mercury Messenger's one- 
year mission around the 
planet is only one-quarter 
done, so more information 
about the planet will be 
forthcomingO

Scientists ID mysterious flash 
spotted in a distant galaxy

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 

Astronomers think they 
have solved the mystery 
of an extraordinary flash 
spied in a faraway gal¬ 
axy, saying it came from 
a massive black hole 
that devoured a star 
after it wandered too 
close. 

The awesome energy 
released by the feed¬ 
ing frenzy was first de¬ 


tected by NASA’s Swift 
satellite on March 28 
and was later confirmed 
by a fleet of space and 
ground telescopes. 
Some scientists initially 
thought the bright flash 
was a gamma-ray burst 
from a star collapsing, 
but flaring from such an 
event typically lasts only 
a few hours. 

Instead of fading, the 
cosmic outburst contin¬ 
ued to burn bright and 
emit high-energy radia¬ 
tion months later. 

Two separate teams 
pored through data 
and concluded that an 
unsuspecting star the 
size of our sun likely got 
sucked in by the power¬ 
ful tug of a giant black 
hole much like a fly that 
can't escape a frog rest¬ 
ing on a lily pad. 

As the black hole gob¬ 
bled up the star, it 


streamed a beam of 
energy straight at Earth 
that was recorded by 
telescopes. 

The stellar feast occurred 
in the heart of a galaxy 
3.8 billion light years from 
Earth. 

A light year is about 6 tril¬ 
lion miles (9.66 trillion kilo¬ 
meters). 

“This was clearly differ¬ 
ent than anything we’ve 
ever seen before,” said 
one of the team lead¬ 
ers, Joshua Bloom, an as¬ 
tronomer at the Universi¬ 
ty of California, Berkeley 
who classified the event 
as extremely rare. 

The findings were pub¬ 
lished online Thursday in 
the journal Science. 
Black holes are swirling, 
super-dense cores of 
galaxies that vacuum 
up nearly everything in 
sight. 

How they grow so huge 
remains a mystery. Sci¬ 
entists think the latest 
observation could help 
them better understand 
how galaxies form. 

Could what happened 
in the distant galaxy oc¬ 
cur in our Milky Way? In 
theory yes, say scientists, 
but the chances are low. 
“It’s not something worth 
losing sleep over,” said 
researcher Andrew Le¬ 
van of University of War¬ 
wick in England, who led 
the other team. □

Tough questions after young mental health worker killed

BOSTON - Last November, 
Yvette Chappell found 
herself increasingly anxious 
that her 27-year-old son, 
Deshawn James Chappell, 
was spiraling downward 
into deep psychosis. He was 
exhibiting intense paranoia 
and calling late at night to 
complain about deafening 
voices in his head. 

For more than a year, De¬ 
shawn Chappell, a schizo¬ 
phrenic with a violent crimi¬ 
nal record, had seemed 
relatively stable in a state- 
financed group home in 
Charlestown. But after a 
fight with another resident, 
Chappell was shuttled from 
home to home, and his 
mother believed that he 
had fallen off his medica¬ 
tion along the way. 

Yvette Chappell said she 
had tried to communicate 
this concern to his care¬ 
takers, but it was not until 
mid-January that she found 
somebody who listened. 
The woman introduced 
herself as Stephanie and 
said she would be Deshawn 
Chappell's counselor at his 
new group home in Revere. 
She confirmed that Chap¬ 
pell had stopped getting 
his anti-psychotic injections 
but made his mother a 
promise: ‘'She said: 'Don’t 


worry. I’m going to get De¬ 
shawn back on track.’ 

“I thought everything was 
going to be OK because 
he had somebody who 
cared,” Yvette Chappell 
said, her voice breaking. 
Two days after that con¬ 
versation, Stephanie Moult¬ 
on, a petite, street-smart 
25-year-old, was dead, and 
Deshawn Chappell was 
accused of murdering her. 
They had been alone at the 
Revere home, where, her 
family said, Moulton gen¬ 
erally worked a solo shift. 
Chappell beat her, stabbed 
her repeatedly and then 
dumped her partially nude 
body in a church parking 
lot, prosecutors said. 

The killing on Jan. 20 
stunned the mental health 
care community in Mas¬ 
sachusetts. The “shatter¬ 
ing event,” as one former 
state mental health official 
called it, occurred days 
before Gov. Deval Patrick, 
a Democrat, released his 
proposed budget, which 
would slash mental health 
spending for the third year 
in a row. And it raised the 
timely but uncomfortable 
question of whether such 
continuous belt-tightening 
had played a role in Moult¬ 
on's death. 

Many people wondered 
aloud whether the system 


had failed both the suspect 
and the victim. How had 
Moulton ended up alone 
in a home with a psychotic 
man who had a history of 
violence and was off his 
medication? How had 
Chappell been allowed to 
deteriorate without setting 
off alarms? Should he have 
still been living in a group 
home, or did he need the 


tighter supervision of a 
hospital? “People are reel¬ 
ing right now," Dr. Kenneth 
Duckworth, a former medi¬ 
cal director for the state 
Department of Mental 
Health, said after the killing. 
“Will this case be the ca¬ 
nary in the coal mine? Will it 
signal that we’ve gone too 
far in reducing client-staff 
ratios, in closing hospitals, 
in pushing independence 
for people who may still be 
too sick?" Massachusetts - 
which compared with oth¬ 
er states faces a relatively 
modest budget shortfall, of 
$1.5 billion - is hardly alone 
in cutting money for mental 
health care. State mental 
health departments, serv¬ 
ing vulnerable populations 
with little political clout, al¬ 
most always get dispropor¬ 
tionately squeezed during 
tough times. During the cur¬ 
rent fiscal crisis, many states 
have sharply reduced both 
in-patient and community- 
based mental health care. 
Yet Massachusetts has 
been in the mental health 
vanguard since it opened 
the country’s first large 
public asylum in the early 
19th century. It handled 
deinstitutionalization bet¬ 
ter than most states, forg¬ 
ing a comparatively robust 


community system - group 
homes, outpatient clinics, 
day treatment centers - to 
replace shuttered hospitals. 
And it has a Democratic- 
led legislature, historically 
progressive on social wel¬ 
fare policy, as well as a 
governor who has acknowl¬ 
edged his own wife’s battle 
with crippling depression. 
The state’s mental health 
commissioner, Barbara A. 
Leadholm, said she be¬ 
lieved her department was 
providing high-quality care 
despite the budget cuts 
it was obliged to accom¬ 
modate. “We have to be 
responsive to what the ad¬ 
ministration and the legisla¬ 
ture feel they can financial¬ 
ly afford,” she said, adding 
that a “major recontracting 
initiative" had transformed 
the system positively while 
cuts were being made. 

But advocates for fhe men¬ 
tally ill, along with mental 
health care providers and 
experts, paint a picture of 
an underfinanced depart¬ 
ment straining to meet the 
varying needs of its clients 
- 19,900 people like Chap¬ 
pell with severe and persis¬ 
tent mental illness, many of 
whom function quite well in 
subsidized housing with sup¬ 
port servicesO
